Because of these requirements any change in the 
method cf production or dissemination would be gubject to the con- 
currence of the interested IAC members. 


4. The publication of the Periodical Aostracts, being of 
interest to the entire TAC, will be proposed as a uatter for the 


agenda of the Adviscry Counlttee on Foreign Puvlications, imple- 
necting the provisions of NSCID No. 14.

MEMORANDUM FOR: DIRECTOR, CENTRAL INTELLIGENCE AGENCY 


SUBJECT: Declassification of Foreign Documents Periodical Abstracts 


1. The following request has been received from the Ballistic 
Research Laboratory, Aberdeen Proving Ground, Maryland, regarding the 
declassification of the Foreign Documents Periodical Abstracts: 


a. "The 26 January 1953 issue is devoted to abstracts of 
articles appearing in several Russian Periodicals. These abstracts are 
of considerable value to these laboratories if they can be disseminated 
to approximately one hundred scientists who are working in these fields. 
However, the bound edition of the abstracts is classified SECRET which 
prevents such dissemination and makes the abstracts of relatively little 
value." 


b. "It is recommended that steps be taken to have the Period- 
ical Abstracts appear unclassified. It may have been the intention of 
the Central Intelligence Agency to have the abstract cards, When cut up, 
bear no classification since cutting them up along the prescribed lines 
will remove the classification mark placed at the top and bottom of the 
page. However, since the index of the abstracts is useful, it would be 
desirable to have the entire series appear unclassified so that the 
bound document could be circulated to interested personnel."
